H e Never Preaches for Money 
and »"^ ays so in Strong Words. 
IndiamapoiiIS, June 17.—One of the 
local papers copied from a New York 
paper to the effect that Sam Jones asked^ 
$1,000 per week for his services and de-j^ 
manded $3,000 from the people of Oma- 
ha before he would come thei;^. This 
paragraph irritated Jones more than 
anything else that has been said about 
him in this city, during his service he 
referred to it as the biggest and meanest 
lie ever published on man or devil. " I 
never had but one place," said Jones, 
"try to price me or ask for my 
terms, and that was Baltimore. 
They 
wrote me: 'Give us your figures,' and I 
answered them that if my going there 
necessitated any charge I would never 
step inside their city, and I said if you 
Christians of Baltimore will pitch in and 
help me save souls for Christ, I won't 
charge you anything; but if you don't 
I'll dig you pretty heavy. I never made 
a contract about goin' to any place un- 
der the sun, and never said a word about 
money in my life. That paper that said 
I did laid itself liable to a libel suit, for 
it 
damaged my character as a 
minister. 
It is a scandalous libel 
on a man who never 
made a 
charge in his life for his work. I say 
this much because it not only hurts me 
but those whom I might benefit. 
I '' 
wouldn't go to hear a preacher who 
charged $1,000 a week, or who demand- 
ed a guarantee. 
Brother McConnell 
(meaning the pastor of Koberts Park 
church) will bear me out in the state- 
ment that in all the correspondence 
about coming here I never said one 
word 
about 
money. 
[McConnell— 
'That's true.'] 
I talk right out about 
these things, and I want to say if I had 
as much monev as some of you old 
Methodists have, and didn't give any 
more to the church than you do, the 
devil will get me just as sure as my 
name is Sam Jones, and he'll get you, 
too—don't forget that. There never was 
a more sacred debt than that a man 
owes to the church and Christ. 
It is 
not giving, it is paying just a littie for 
the many blessings you receive."

PiTTSBTJBG, June 17.—The heaviest 
rain storm of the season visited this sec- 
tion last night and this morning.

Af Thmy Hani to Get Along WtthT 
The doctrine has gone abroad that the 
marriages of geniuses are unfortunate. 
Mrs. Carlyle warned one of her friends 
against an alliance with a man of thai 
sort, as however charming and fascinat- 
ing he might seem in public, he was a 
hard person to live with. Her husband 
certainly gave her reason to think so, 
for he belonged to that brotherhood of 
distinguished 
Englishmen of 
letters 
whose domestic unhappiness is almost 
as famous as their works. Byron Bul- 
wer, Buskin, Dickens, Carlyle, Thack- 
eray—everyone of them unfortunate 
enough to have the romance and charm 
of life banished from their homes, and 
found only by the hearths and imder 
the roofs of the fictitious families they 
created with their brains and pens. 
Add to this the irregularities of the 
marital relations of George Eliot and 
it is scarcely strange that anyone should 
imagine that a literary genius is a hard 
person to live with 


This difficulty may be due to several 
causes. 
The genius is generally very 
busy, and is supposed not to have 
much leisure for his family. The ex- 
hausting nature of his work sets his 
nerves to jarring, making him peevish 
and irritable. 
He 
is praised 
and 
flattered by the public until he feels 
the ties of domestic life to be irksome 
and its duties drudgery. 


But the experience of distinguished 
literary men on this side of the At- 
lantic directly contradicts this idea 
that genius and domesticity are in- 
compatible. 
So far from being nn- 
happy the marriages 
of 
American 
literary men have been ideally happy. 
Fenimore Cooper was blessed with a 
most noble and sympathetic wife, to 
-whom he owed no inconsiderable de- 
gree of his literary success. The re- 
cently published journals and biograpny 
of Hawthorne show that the nnion of 
himself and wife was a case of love ai 
first sight, the perfect unity and sym- 
pathy of which lasted 
until death 
parted them, and made their home a 
palace, as she herself called it in a 
letter to Longfellow, when, referring 
to her hnsband's death, she spoke of it 
as "no longer a palace, since the King 
has left it.** Longfellow's own home 
was another sanctuary where the in- 
cense burned to genius did not suf- 
focate or intoxicate a loving heart. 
In 
no home in the world could there have 
been fonder afiection and sweeter de- 
votion than the busy scholar, author, 
and teacher found time to bestow upon 
wife and children. 


Indeed, one cannot run over the list 
of American literary men without find- 
ing there tender fathers and affection- 
ate 
husbands. 
Emerson, 
Holmes, 
Motley, Howells, 
Lowell, 
Warner, 
Mark Twain, Simma stand for all that 
is fine, pure, and peaceful in the do- 
mestic relations. 


The reason for this difference be- 
tween the distinguished literary men of 
the two countries is not easy to con- 
jecture. 
It is all the less so, because 
it cannot be attiibuted as so many 
other differences are to the climate of 
the two countries. 
The moist and 
heavier climate of Great Britain is sup- 
posed to be soothing and placating in its 
influence; while the harsh dry climate 
of the United States has the discredit 
of rasping the nerves and putting the 
whole system to a strained and tre- 
mendous tension. 


Perhaps this difference in the lives of 
literary men is merely accidentaL - Per- 
haps it is due to the more pronounced 
American habit of difference to wom^n 
and a inore liberal acknowledgment of 
their individual liberty in judgment 
and 
conduct. 
American wives are 
more nearly coequal members of the 
matrimonial partnership. 
The man is 
less the head of the household, the wo- 
man allowed to order her own life and 
her children's lives more freely thtm is 
permitted to the English wife. 


However that may be, the happy do- 
mestic experience of American literary 
tnen disproves the notion that a genius 
is hard to live with quite as emphatic- 
ally as the tinhappinessof distinguished 
Englishmen seema to prove it>—2>e- 
troUFr§ePrM8t

The enjoyment that country people 
find 


on grass-covered lawns and wide porches, 
the people of New York, those who cannot 
seek "the rea', sure-enough country," find on 
the flat roofs that shelter thpm from rain 
and storm. A bird's-eye view of the city in 
the early evening would reveal many an in- 
teresting scene, with a background of chimr 
neys, water tanks, skylights and 
teleerraph 
wires. 
There Cupid 
disports himself, for, 
like death, he has all places and all seasons 
for his own. 
Thither Melancholy goes to 
brood on her sorrows, and the solitary re- 
tire to be still moro solitary. 
And there, 
too, children laugh and romp and play. 


As the hoat of summer increases, the roofs 
are more an 1 more utilized. 
When it is dif- 
ficult 
to breathe inside, when canaries gasp 
and small dogs pant, the roof is the saving 
and restoring agent. 
Never is an evening in 
New York so stifling that a breath from the 
b a y m a y n o t b e c a u c ^ h t o n t h e roof, 
a n d 
t h e 
heated bodv gradually cooled to a n endur- 
able temperature. 


Aside from the physical comfort to be 
found on the roofs of this great 
city, 
an exhilar ition of spirit is to be had thera 
The altitude gives a tinge of strength 
and 
power to the most despondent. 
The vexa- 
tions, rerplex:t:es and even the sorrows of 
the lower worl l slip away as the eye rests 
upon the roofs that shut them out of sight. 
The same feeling comes as when one stands 
on a high mountain and looks down info the 
far off valley and wonders that its affairs 
and events could ever have the power to hurt 
or please 
We shall know this feeling better, 
I fancy, in that day when we stand on the 
heights of immortality and look back over 
the long, hard road we now call life. Per- 
haps we shall then smile and wonder that 
we over thought the way weary and difficult 
Perhaps we shall then see that we were 
gently led. 


The roofs of New York are the home door- 
yards. 
The servants 
take the rugs and 
carpets there to be shaken. 
The clothes are 
hung there to dry. The blankets and pillows 
are sunned there. 
The domestic economy 
revea s itself there in various ways. I n the 
flat buildings or apartment houses, the roofs 
are divided off into little yards, well fiu*- 
nished with all appurtenances for the laun- 
dress when she reaches the point where air 
and sunshine are needed to finish her work 
of purification 
Each family has its day to 
fill tha roof space with its linen. I n the 
evenin:^ its promenading capacity is free to 
all who waut to make use of it.

A tiled floor is ^ t down over ti» 
roof, flowers IxNPd«* t l » : edgei^ ohalrs and 
tobies are permanently placed there, which 
are regularly dusted off and set in order 
every ev 'ning; electric lights blaze there, 
and the roof garden is lighter than daylight 
and cooler than the seaside. Men read new»> 
papers there, romantic girls devour novels 
eet in nonpareil type, and ladies who have a 
passion for wearing out their eyes and wast- 
ing their time in fancy work continue It on 
the roof. 
Sometimes there are social gamaa 
of cards played 
there; 
sometimes 
very 
spirited discussions go on. 


All the world has heard of the Casino, with 
its roof garden and buffet 
There, among 
flowers, 
ladies and gentlemen 
])romenade 
and eat and drink to the sound of delicious 
music, feeling tj^at the real city is far, far 
below them, too far to remember it and its 
cares and worries. 
High as the Casino's 
roof is, the Normandie hotel, a square south 
of it, is still higher. 
It, too, has a roof gar- 
den, but only for its guests. 


Auother and contrasting phase of roof lifa 
may be seen in the lower part of the city 
when the midsummer evenings com?. The 
poor, the very poor, who are huddled to- 
gether in hot apd dingy rooms, take their 
m"ttresse3 and pillows to the roof and sleep 
there. 
Pedestrians who come from Brook- 
lyn on the bridge at 4 o'clock in the morning 
can see the roof-sleepers spread out over the 
miles of flat roof like corpses after a bath 
tie.

And so the roofs of New York do but reflect 
the kind of life they shelter.

hard person to live -with. Her husband 
certainly gavo lier reason to think so, 
tor he belonged to that brotherhood of 
distinguished Englishmen of letters 


'hose domestic nnhappiness is almost 


as famous as thpir works. Byroii Bul- 


ver, 
llusldn, Diulums, Uarlylo, Tlinelc- 


eray—everyone of them iitifortuuate 
enough to have the romance aud charm 
of life banished from their homes, and 
bund only by the hearths and under 
ihe roofs of the fictitious families they 
created with their brains and pens. 
Add to this the irregularities of the 
marital relations of George Eliot and 
t is scarcely strange that anyone should 
imagine that a literary genius is a hard 
person to live with 


This difllculty may be due to several 


causes. Tho genius is generally very 
busy, and is supposed not to have 
much leisure for his family. The ex- 
hausting nature of his work sets his 
nerves to jarring, making him peevish 
and irritable. 
He is praised 
and 


flattered by the public until he feels 
the ties of domestic life to be irksome 
and its duties drudgery. 


But the experience of distinpfiiiabed 


literary men on this side of the At- 
lantic directly contradicts this idea 
that genius and domesticity arc in- 
compatible. 
So far from being un- 


liappy tho marriages of 
American 


literary men have been ideally happy. 
lrenimore Cooper was blessed with a 
most noble and sympathetic wife, to 
whom ho owed no inconsiderable de- 
gree of his literary success. 
The re- 


cently published journals and biograpby 
of Hawthorne show that the union of 
himself and wife was a case of love at 
first sight, tho perfect unity and sym- 
pathy of which lasted 
until death 


parted them, and made their home a 
palace, as she herself called it in a 
letter to Longfellow, when, referring 
to her husband's death, she spoke of it 


"no longer a palace, since the King 


has left it1* Longfellow's own home 
was another sanctuary where the in- 
cense burned to genius did not suf- 
focate or intoxicate a loving heart. Tn 
no homo in the world could there have 
been fonder affection aud sweeter de- 
votion than the busy scholar, author, 
and teacher found time to bestow upon 
wifo and children. 


Indeed, one cannot run over the Iwt 


of American literary men without find- 
ing there tender fathers and affection- 
ate 
husbands. 
Emerson, 
Holmes, 


Motley, Ho wells, 
Lowell, 
Warner, 


Ulark Twain, Simmu stand for all that 
is line, pure, and peaceful in the do- 
mestic relations. 


The reason for this difference be- 


tween the distinguished literary men of 
tho two countries is not easy to con- 
jecture. It is all the less so, because 
it cannot be attributed an HO many 
other differences are to the climate of 
the two countries. The 
moist and 


heavier climate of Great Britain is snj: 
posed to be soothing and placating in its 
influence; while the harsh dry clinmto 
of tho "United States has the discredit 
of rasping the nerves and putting tho 
whole system to a strained and tre- 
mendous tension. 


Perhaps this difference in tho lives ol 


literary men is merely accidental. .Per- 
haps it is duo. to tho more pronounced 
American habit of difference to women 
and a more liberal acknowledgment o: 
their individual liberty in judgment 
and 
conduct, 
American 
wives are 


more nearly coequal members of tho 
matrimonial partnership. 
Tho man is 


less tho head of the household, tins wo- 
man allowed to order her own lifo and 
her children's lives more freely than u 
permitted to the English wife. 


However that may bo, the happy do- 


mestic experience of American literary 
men disproves the notion that a geniu.4 
i» hard to live with quilo as emphatic
